WASHINGTON - (/P) — President 


Roosevelt will confer'wth rcpresenla- 
lives of railway labor and managemenl 
Monday in an effort to avert a strike 
of 1,000,000 rail workers against the 
proposed wage reduction which his 
fact- finding board has declared un- 
justified. 


The White House gave no inkling as 


to what the president would say to the 
deadlocked parties. There was some 
speculation, however, that an effort 
might be made to reach an agreement 
on recommendations to the next con- 
gress concerning liberalization of gov- 
ernment railroad loans and other rail 
legalization. 


"Some execulives in New York pre- 


dicted that the government might offer I 
the railroads about $1,000,000,000 inj 
easy-term rehabilitation loans, as a 
seque^J^fche prtri»t!ential*bpard's 'l^c* 
omhifendation that the managements 
abandon their proposal to reduce wages 
15 per cent December 1 


Although the president's fact-finding 


board recommended Saturday that the 
rail managements withdraw their no- 
tice of a pay cut, the recommendation 
is not legally binding. 


The managements have not yet in- 


dicated whether they will comply. Still 
up to Ihe president, in Ihe words of one 
member of the fact-finding board, is 
the problem of averting the strike 
which the workers have voted if the 
reduction is put into effect. 


Oppose \\1agc Cut 


WASHINGTON — (fP) 
—. President 


Roosevelt's Fact Finding Board recom- 
mended over the week-end that the 
railroads abandon their proposal to 
reduce wages of approximately 1,- 
000,000 employes on December 1. 


The railroad management gave no 


immediate indications as to whether 
they would comply. Still up lo the 
president, one board member said, was 
the proble inof averaling the nation- 
mide strike which the rail workers 
have voted if the proposed 15 per 
cenl reduction is put into effect. 


The White House disclosed that Mr. 


Roosevelt would discuss this problem 
Monday at a conference with George 
M. Harrison, head of the Railroad 
Labor Executives' Association, and 
John J. Pelleyk, president of the As- 
sociation of American Railroads. 


Presumably, 
the 
possibilities 
of 


other proposed solutions of the rail- 
roads' financial plight will be dis- 
cussed at this conference. The ad- 
ministration's ideas on government aid 
and legislation at the next session of 
congress are expected to be canvassed. 


Summary uf Board's Unanimous 


Report 


The board summarized its unanimous 


report to Mr. Roosevelt over the week- 
end as follows: 


"1. The wages of railway labor are 


not high even as compared wilh wages 
in other comparable industries. 


"2. A horizontal reduction of wages 


on a national scale would not meet Ihe 
financial emergency of the industry, 
since the savings would nol be dis- 
Iribuled merely to the needy roads. 


3. A wage reduction in the rialroad 


industry would run counter to the 
trend of wage rates in industry gen- 
erally. 


"4. The financial distress of the car- 


riers which lias obtained since Oc- 
tober, 1937, when Ihe last wage in- 
creases were granted, is as yet a short- 
term situation. As such, it cannot be 
regarded as grounds for a wage reduc- 
lion, especially in view of present in- 
dications of an improvement in the 
business of the carriers.

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We Should Learn to Speak the Language of Europe 


It is nearly a:quarter of a century since the United States had its first 


great row over military preparedness. 


When Woodrow Wilson launched a huge naval building campaign short- 


ly before America's entrance into the World War, the drive received a very 
mixed reception. Welcomed by some, it drew bitter opposition from others. 
The average citizen went along with it and paid the bills without too much 
grumbling, but he probably never did feel that the whole business was really 
necessary. And when the post-war Washington conference eased the road he 
felt that things had as last got back to normal again. 


Now we are coming up to anew preparedness campaign; and this time 


it is doubtful that there will be one-tenth of the opposition there was before. 
The world is a different sort of place now, and the American people have had 
an unmistakable object lesson or two about the change. 


It is true that .we have been spending huge sums pn our army and navy 


for several years. Both arms of the service are probably far more nearly 
ready for war than at any previous time in American history. But the Presi- 
dent apparently feels that what might be called normal peace-time prepared- 
ness is no longer good enough. This is a day of super-armaments, and no 
nation that wishes to make its voice heard can afford to be outclassed. 


For international relations today are conducted, unhappily enough, over 


the sharp edge of a drawn sword. Recent events in central Europe make 
it all too clear that sheer power has the last word nowadays. Britain and 
France backed down in the Czech crisis, not because their statesmen were 
;cowards, but because it was perfectly obvious that the other side carried too 
many guns. 
< 


So a program of re-armament does not mean that we are getting ready to 


fight somebody. It simply means that we are making certain that our voice 
shall be heard if it becomes necessary for us to speak. And we do not need to 
look all the way to centralEurope for signs that we may eventually want 
to do some talking. 


The great dictator nations are compelled to look ceaselessly for new re- 


sources to exploit, new fields to penetrate, new areas to bring under their 
sway. South America lies open before them, Mexico looms a tempting morsel: 
we might as well realize that the advance agents of European imperialism are 
busy in our own back yard, offering a still-unrealized but nevertheless direct 
threat to our vital interests. 


And America fully able to strike a swift and crushing blow would be 


listened to; and America unable to do so might be ignored—and in consequence 
there might easily develop a situation t& which war was the only solution. 


We have no wish to meddle in Europe's quarrels. But if Europe thrusts 


a quarrel on us, we should be ready with the right sort of answer.

Book on Tecumsch Tells of Courage. 


'Somewhere between the "red var- 


mits" and the "noble red man" schools 
of writing about the Indians, the truth 
must lie. 


John M. Oskison, who Is proud of 


the Cherokee blood in his veins, has 
kept to that middle ground in "Tecum- 
seh and His Times" (Putnam: 52.75). 
A natural pride in a blood tic to the 
race which produced Tecumseh, King 
Philip, Pontiac, Logan, Osccola, and 
Scquoyah has set the tone of this life 
o fa great Indian leader, and leads to a 
rather disparaging picture of William 
Henry Harrison, the nemesis who pur- 
sued Tecumsch until the latler's death 
at the Battle of the Thames in 1812. 


But it is the picture of Tecumseh 


that matters, and without over-ideali- 
zation, Oskison has drawn a fine figure 
of n man who refused to permit the 
slaughter of wounded and beaten men 
(can every civilized race say so much 
today) and prevented the torture of 
prisoners (one hears of instances even 
today). 


Tecumsch was one with Pontiac and 


the other Indian leaders who dreamed 
of wide federations of scattered tribes 
to halt the onward push of white set- 
tlers into Indian lands. Partly at least 
because of the irresponsibility of his 
brother, "Tho Prophet," Tecumseh's 
drca'rri was doomed to failure, but not 
without a certain dignity. Tecumsch 
himself had qualities of honesty and 
courage that are never lost. 


To American civilization, the pro- 


duct of many peoples, those first 
Americans have contributed much. 
Oskisn's book gives a needed remind- 
er of that contribution.—W. T.
